The university will be re- 
presented at the tea by senior 
members of the academic and 
administrative staff; student 
h^ders on the campus; the 
rlirectors of the Graduates* 
:::Dciety of McCill University; 
tA2 Alumnae Society and the 
McCill Society of Montreal, 
v/hich have been sponsoring 
a program designed to foster 
friendship between overseas 
students and graduates. 

In past years, McCill grad- 
uates living in Montreal have 
entertained overseas students 
In their homes as part of the 
program, and similar hospital- 
ity will be extended this 
year.

College and Communism — to many persons these 
\A/ords are synonymous, while others say that it is impossible 
. for our colleges to be breeding grounds for Communism. Un- 
fortunately, countless students are succeptible and doctrines 
for these basic reasons. Approximately one-sixth of the stu- 
dents entering any institution of higher learning consider 
themselves to be intellectually superior to their classmates. 
If these pseudo-intellectuals are exposed to any Communist 
^doctrine, they invariably support it wholeheartedly for Com- 
munism has a great appeal in the West to people who feel 
that they must be different from anyone else. The real danger, 
however, arises if these persons are leaders ont the campus. 
If they are, it will be relatively easy for them to get sup- 
porters. These supporters are the people that do not think; 
who rush blindly into doing things because so-and-so, who 
Is a big man on campus, says that it is right. At first they 
aren't Communists, but with constant exposure to propa- 
ganda and doctrines and no one telling them anything to the 
contrary, these poor vegetables are soon added to the stew. 

As if this weren't enough, there are also the well mean- 
' Ing individuals who are helping the Communist cause with- 
out realising it. To my mind, an organization such as 
C.U.C.N.D. is a perfect example of this. I think I am relat- 
ively safe In assuming that, if you were to tell a member of 
C.U.C.N.D. he was a Communist, he would take violent 
exception to the statement. He isn't a Communist, but his 
organization gives the Communists more than ample material 
for propaganda. Every time our "Ban the Bomb" cnthusiats 
march on Ottawa and picket the Parliament Buildings, the 
Communists say "Look at Imperialistic Canada. They say that 
they are a democracy yet their own people are not satisfied 
with something that is of extreme importance. We in peace- 
loving Russia must help these poor unfortunates," It would 
not surprise me in the least to hear that organizations of this 
type arc being infiltrated by Communists. After alii the op- 
portunity is too good to pass up. 

Communism is a menace that must be eliminated. We 
can begin by being certain that our own people realize the 
enefits of democracy w i i- t he c j i owba cks to Communism. 
There is an old saying 'Fight fire with fire" that can be 
conveniently paraphrased to fit the situation that is now 
before us. It would run "Fight propaganda with propaganda-,*'.
